“AlKaatib International sets a 
new standard of excellence in 
Arabic/Multilingual word process- 
ing,” said company founder and 
president Nels Draper. 

Feature competitive with lead- 
ing English Windows’ word proces- 
sors, AKI also includes features for 
Arabic and multilingual word pro- 
cessing not found in any other 
product. 

ELS manufactures four language 
software products that Draper calls 
unique because of their multilin- 
gual inception. He says ELS prod- 
ucts allow the consumer to simulta- 
neously work with several lan- 
guages, which is not available in 
any other product. : 

English/Arabic, French/Arabic, 
Persian/English ‘and 
Hebrew/English combinations are 
offered by ELS. The new package 
will offer additional support for all 
Western European languages, plus 
Russian, Greek, Armenian and all 
Eastern European languages. 

Draper said the ground breaking

Sen. LeRay McAllister, R-Orem, said senators did 
not feel a lot of opposition to the bill from lobbyists or 
the business community.

Jordan Tanner, R-Provo, said the amendments 
were mostly about procedure and implementation of 
the new proposal. There were not heavy changes in 
the bill’s substance 

“This proposition is much better than Senate Bill 
199, which it replaces. It gives: us another option 
rather than raising property taxes,” Tanner said.

Positive feedback from the Provo 
community gave Mayor Michael Hill 
the go-ahead to move forward with 
plans to purchase Brigham Young 
Academy. Tuesday evening the 
Provo Municipal Council approved a 
resolution recognizing the city’s 
intent to appropriate $200,000 for 
feasibility studies and the purchase 
of the Brigham Young Academy. 

The resolution, brought before the 
council by Hill, was approved unani- 
mously by the seven-member munic- 
ipal council. 

The motion, which received over- 
whelming support by those in atten- 
dance at the council meeting, came 
as a direct result of a survey con- 
ducted by the Mayor’s Office 
between March 22 and 25. In the 
survey, local residents surveyed 
expressed considerable support for 
Provo. purchasing the 90-year-old 
Brigham Young Academy. 

The survey, conducted by the Provo-based research

Utah County’s Child Abuse Council works to elimi- 
nate child abuse through prevention and treatment 
programs. 

“Child abuse prevention is the most cost-effective 
method of reducing abuse,” Blanchard said. “Children 
are 100 percent of our future.” 

The Utah County Child Abuse Council is comprised 
of representatives from both the public and private 
sector. It is the local representative of the National 
Committee for the Prevention of Child Abuse. 

The council is comprised of different organizations 
that focus their attention on special needs of the com- 
munity. 

The Parent Education Resource Center provides, 
free of charge, educational materials like “Hooked on 
Phonics” and “Mortensen Math,” said Kay Jacobson, 
director of PERC, Books, educational toys, games and

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Russian aid package has human touch 


WASHINGTON — President Clinton is preparing a modest aid pack- 
age for Boris Yeltsin that will send several hundred American helpers 
rather than huge amounts of money to Russia, administration officials 
said Wednesday. ; 

The Americans are to help modernize farms and factories, create an 
effective transportation system, create small businesses and remake 
state industries into private businesses. 

“Most of this aid ... is not money that’s going to go from the Treasury to 
the Central Bank in Moscow,” one official said. 

Rather, money will go to “people from our food industry, retired 
American farmers, retired American. business executives, people who 
have expertise” who would go and work in Russia for six months to two 
years, said an official who spoke on condition of anonymity. 

The United States has been sending experts to Russia and other former 
Soviet republics for years and has found that effective, the official said. 

Mindful of the unpopularity of foreign-aid requests, four former 
Republican presidents sent a letter to Clinton Sepreasine support for 
U.S. direct economic aid for Russia. 


No-fly to be enforced over Bosnia, U.N. says 


UNITED NATIONS — The Security Council increased international 
yressure on Bosnia’s Serbs on Wednesday by authorizing NATO war- 
dlanes to shoot down aircraft that violate a ban on flights over Bosnia. 

But the council bowed to the demands of Russia, a longtime Serb ally, 
and ruled out the pre-emptive bombing of Serb airfields as part of the 
ong-delayed enforcement measure, diplomats said. 

The resolution, which is a symbolic victory for Bosnia’s Muslims, was 
supported by 14 of the 15 nations on the council. China abstained. 

With the resolution, the international community hopes to pressure 
3osnian Serbs to sign a peace agreement already approved by Bosnia’s 
Sroats and the Muslim government. 

The United States has apparently persuaded its allies on the council 
1ot to endorse or approve the peace plan, possibly because Washington 
wants to retain some flexibility should the plan fall through. 


Titanic’s SOS ignored, new book says 


LONDON — A nearby freighter failed to go to the rescue of the sink- 
ing Titanic partly because of an officer’s neurotic fear of his domineering 
and overcautious captain, according to a book published Wednesday. 

An inquiry concluded that the British cargo steamer Californian might 
have saved all the victims and faulted Capt. Stanley Lord for not 
responding to the Titantic’s signal rockets. 

“The Ship: That Stood Still” contends the Californian’s second officer, 
Herbert Stone, realized the rockets were distress signals. But Stone, who 
had fled a domineering father at age 16, was too afraid of the overbear- 
ing and aloof Lord to go below'to insist that action be taken, the book 
says. 

Lord had little experience in ice fields, and his fears may have been 
exaggerated, Reade wrote. “It was the decision of a cautious and calcu- 
lating, rather than an impulsive, man; and it was a fatal one.” 


N.Y. police automate phone answering 


NEW YORK — Starting Monday, calls to certain New York City police 
stations to report anything from murder to mischief will get a uniform 
response: “If you have a touch-tone phone, press 1 now.” 

The increasingly familiar, disembodied voice of automated answering 
will be heard during a 90- -day test in three of the Police Department’s 75 
precincts. 

If, as hoped, it overcomes logjams at busy stationhouse switchboards, it 
could be expanded to the entire department, said Michael Amarosa, 
director of police communications. 

“There’s a lot of frustration i in the public and even the department, get- 
ting through to.the precincts,” Police Commissioner Raymond Kelly told 
reporters Wednesday. 

He said that often when calls come in, there is “nobody really available 
to hand them off to.” Police in Portland, Ore., and a number of smaller 
departments, including Salem, Ore., and Vallejo, Calif., have adopted 
the system. San Francisco considered installing such a system early this 
year, but instead is concentrating on overhauling 911 service. 

Among the hoped-for benefits would be a reduced load for 911, which 
last year handled 9.3 million calls. ra

Herman’s World of Sporting 
Goods has announced plans to sell 
or close all stores outside of the 
northeast area of the. United 
States. 

The announcement came Tuesday 
from Alfred F. Fasola, Jr., chief 
executive officer of the company, 
and Martin Burke, president and 
chief operating officer. 

The decision came after filing a 
voluntary Chapter 11 on March 15, 
said Michaél Freitag, company 
spokesman. The decision will affect 
132 of the 253 stores owned by the 
company. 

Herman’s plans to close or sell all 
the stores west of Pennsylvania 
and south of Virginia. There are 11 
stores located in Utah. 

“It’s wait and see right now. We 
haven’t heard of any plans dealing 
with our store yet,” said Ken 
Hager, Orem store manager. 

The Orem store has 30 employ- 
ees, and 90 percent of those are 
BYU students, Hager said. The 
chain employs a total of 6,400 peo- 
ple. 

The reason to sell or close stores 


is part of a plan to cut costs and to 
focus on restructuring the chain, 
Fasola said in a press release. 

“Based on our assessment of the 
increasingly competitive sporting 
goods market, we conclude that 
Herman’s can no longer afford to 
fight a two-front war,” Fasola said. 

One of the reasons Herman’s is 
having problems is because a “poor- 
ly executed expansion plan” has 
left the chain with many problems, 
Fasola said. 

The problems include inventory 
controls, inefficient distribution 
and high costs. 

“These problems can mostly be 
eliminated by retrenching to our 
markets along the Boston, New 
York, Washington corridor,” Fasola 
said. 

The stores in these areas are prof- 
itable; Fasola said. 

“Our store has no problem turn- 
ing over a profit, but I don’t know 
what that will mean to the head- 
quarters of the store,” Hager said. 
“The store (Orem) is way too prof- 
itable to close.” 

Hager said the Orem store will 


probably sell to another retailer 


rather than close. 


Bruce Lee’s son dies 
during movie filming

WILMINGTON, N.C. — Actor 
Brandon Lee, son of the martial 
arts movies legend who died at age 
32, was hit by a projectile and 
killed Wednesday in an accident on 
the set of the movie he was star- 
ring in. 

Lee, who was 27, was struck in 
the abdomen when a gun rigged to 
shoot blanks fired the object. He 


. died at New Hanover Regional 


Medical Center, where he had 
undergone surgery. 

The actor was starring in “The 
Crow,” an action-adventure film 
based on an adult comic book of the 
same name. 

Lee was playing a rock star who 
is murdered by a gang then comes 
back to life with supernatural pow- 
ers to avenge his death and reunite 
with his fiancee. 

Executive Producer Bob Rosen 
said the accident happened during 
the filming of a flashback scene. 
Lee was standing about 20 feet 
from the gun when it was fired. 

Lee’s father, Bruce, died in 1973. 

Police were investigating 
Wednesday’s shooting, though they 
classified it as accidental.

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Historian speaks on ) Utah pioneers

‘The diet of early pioneers in Utah 
was influenced by much more than 
the animals they found upon their 
arrival in the Salt Lake Valley, a 
prominent historian told Monte L. 
Bean Life Science Museum patrons 
Tuesday. 

Leonard J. Arrington spoke as the 
recipient of the museum’s fifth 
annual John Tanner Lectureship. 
He is the emeritus historian of The 


_ Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints. 
Arrington said Mormon pioneers crossing the plains 
in the 1840s and 1850s brought some food, such as 
flour and beans, with them from the east but their 
diets also.consisted of food gathered along the way. 
These foods included honey, various animals, plums 


and berries. 


Arrington said the amounts from the two groups var- 
ied according to the company the people traveled with 


and their level of wealth. 


Once the settlers arrived in Utah they had problems

Even though the Vietnam War 
officially ended 16 years ago, there 
are still issues that remain unre- 
solved between the United States 
and Vietnam.

Jimmy Carter gave amnesty to 
the people who didn’t serve, and he 
sent a delegation to normalize rela- 
tions and end the embargo, she 
said. 

Another big issue between the 
United States and Vietnam is the 
approximately 2,000 Missing In 
Action and Prisoners Of War.

For members of the BYU commu- 
nity who are interested in their 
personal health and fitness, Y Be 
Fit offers weight control and com- 
plete physical assessments for a 
small fee, 

Y Be Fit’s three main concerns 
are assessment, education and pre- 
scription, and follow-up. 


An assessment involves three 


appointments in the Y Be Fit office, 
located in 118 RB, said program co- 
director Ron Hager. 

A weight control assessment 
includes blood pressure and body 
composition tests, nutritional 
analysis and counseling and educa- 
tion. 

A complete fitness assessment 
includes those same components, 
plus a stress survey, cardiorespira- 
tory endurance, blood profile and 
muscular strength, endurance and 
flexibility tests. 


‘During the first appointment a } 


person receives information and 
questionnaires. Hager said this is 
the shortest of the three appoint- 
ments and usually takes about five 
minutes. 

Durtng the second appointment, 
the desired tests are conducted and 


the questionnaires scored. 


Body composition tests are con- 
ducted by hydrostatic weight test- 
ing. Hager said this involves the 
person being tested being sub- 
merged in water for a short time. A 
computer calculates the volume of 
the person’s body and a regression 
equation is used to figure the body- 
fat percentage. 

Hager said when the client 
returns for their third appointment 
the education and prescription area 
begins. 


Results and information are com-.. 


piled into a client result book, 
which is about 60 pages long. The 
book explains the results of the 
person’s tests and why they have 
been placed in a certain fitness cat- 
egory. 

-The book also uses this informa- 
tion to outline the client’s-risks. for 
heart disease and other health 


problems, Hager said. 


“There’s enough information in 
the client result book for a person 
to go out on their own and imple- 
ment a successful fitness program,” 
Hager said. “A follow-up program 
may be best for some people, 
though.” 

A six-month follow-up program, 
which includes unlimited counsel- 
ing and monitoring, is available for 
those who are interested. With this 
program additional assessments 
are available three and six months 
later, Hager said.

Put MIA issue to rest, 
lift Vietnam embargo 


Vietnam is prime for a corporative invasion. Almost 18 years after American 
diplomats fled Saigon during the final- hours of the Vietnam War, American 
businesses are trickling back and eager to do business with their former foes. 

Analysts say Western-style economic reforms that began in 1986 could turn 
this nation of 70 million into Asia’s most lucrative market. 

A recent decision to ease the U.S. trade embargo encouraged a group of lead- 
ing business people to visit “the land of the ascending dragon” last month. It 
was the largest delegation ever in the Southeast Asian nation since 1975, when 
the Communists defeated the U.S.-backed Saigon government. 

However, the decision would only allow U.S. firms to open offices and take the 
first steps toward doing business in Vietnam. But contracts cannot be signed 
until the embargo is lifted. 

Countries with more conciliatory policies are far ahead in trade and invest- 
ment, including Taiwan, Japan, France and Australia, says Nguyen Xuan 
Oanh, a former Harvard economics professor who advises*the Vietnamese gov- 
ernment. In 1992 Taiwan alone invested more than $1 billion in Vietnam. 

Japan reopened broad .economic ties in November, leaving the United States 
as the only nation with an embargo against Vietnam. . 

The Clinton administration has indicated it will not lift the embargo or renew 
relations without the fullest possible accounting for the 2,264 U.S. servicemen 
still listed as missing in action. 

However, officials from State Department say high-level talks are taking 
place in Hanoi in regard to MIA and embargo issues. In addition, some: busi- 
ness representatives and diplomats say the question of the embargo may well 
be decided before the meeting of the International Monetary Fund and the 
World Bank in April, when Washington will be called again to review its lone 
veto of financial aid to Vietnam. 

This veto has blocked hundreds of million of dollars to Vietnam, which would 
be used to repair its war-torn infrastructure. 

However, the trade game is not entirely lost thanks to a somewhat paradoxi- 
cal Vietnamese admiration for Americans and also because of its long history. 

In an interview with The New York Times, Nguyen Duy Le of the Vietnamese 
Chamber of Commerce says his country is “reserving part of the pie” for 
Americans. Donald Alford Weadon Jr., a partner in a Washington-based law 
firm that opened an office in Vietnam, explains: “The Vietnamese have very 
strong and not positive resonances with respect to centuries of French, 
Japanese and Chinese colonial influence,” 

The Daily Universe believes it is time for the United States to establish trade 
and renew diplomatic relations with Vietnam before Taiwan, Japan and other 
nations have secured the market for themselves. 

Vietnam has given the green light for Bank of America and Citibank to open 
offices. Northwest, Delta and United air lines all want landing rights. U.S. oil 
companies also want to return because Vietnam is estimated to have at least 1 
billion barrels of proven oil reserves. - 

We believe lingering questions must be answered to the fate of MIAs. But the 

_ best way to achieve these answers is ‘not by isolating Vietnam with the embar- 
go, which encourages its government to be hard line and more restrictive, thus 
less forthcoming. 

By renewing relations with Vietnam, The Daily Universe believes the United 
States has much to gain not only in trade, but also in restoring friendship and 
building trust between Americans and Vietnamese, so the MIA question can 
finally be put to-bed. 


What’s newsworthy 


During the recent Department of Communications International Media 
Studies Program televised forum, challenges confronting the U.S. press were 
addressed by several distinguished panelists. 

The panelists included Robert MacNeil, the executive editor and co-anchor of 
the MacNeil/Lehrer NewsHour, Anthony Day, a senior correspondent of the Los 
Angeles Times and Anne Garrels, National Public Radio’s diplomatic corre- 
spondent in Washington, D.C., with - John Hughes, former editor of The 
Christian Science Monitor and director of BYU’s International Media Studies 
Program monitoring the session. : 

Anne Garrels says she is concerned that news is going “too soft” and there are 
not enough hard news programs anymore. The big three networks are running 
more soft or sensationalistic news programs, such as Hard Copy, Sightings and 
Cops and less hard news programs. Anthony Day says he watches CNN for 
hard-breaking news, and MacNeil agreed with both of them, saying his pro- 
gram was one that “dared to be boring” by offering hard news and interpreta- 
tions... 

Society is becoming more obsessed with sensationalist than hard news stories. 
It seems many people would rather watch a story concerning a single mother 
working part-time as a stripper than a news story about the problems in 
Bosnia or the recent rash of arrests of journalists in South America. 

Does the fault lie with the audiences or with the journalists themselves? 
Actually, neither party should point fingers, as the blame can be evenly distrib- 
uted. By demanding more sensationalism to attract their attention, audiences 
are creating a need that is being filled by rating-hungry networks. Yet journal- 
ists are also quick to go the easy route of quick, attention-getting, flashy news 
stories, rather than in-depth, investigative-type pieces. 

Anne Garrels points out journalism schools were spending too much time on 
the technical side of the professions with computers, equipment and such, and 
said she felt that more emphasis should be placed on education, including not 
only the basics of good reporting, but backgrounds in economies, geography and 
foreign languages. 

We as television-viewing audiences must be more responsible in. what we 
-watch. The Daily Universe believes TV audiences must change this alarming 
trend towards more sensationalism. :

Baseball’s 

antitrust. 
exemption 
ichallenged

WASHINGTON — Sports 
metaphors and wistful tributes to 
erica’s past mingled Wednesday 
with hard-edged economics as a 
congressional subcommittee 
weighed ending baseball’s exemp- 
tion from antitrust laws. 

With the 1993 season just days 
away, a House Judiciary subcom- 
mittee heard a rising chorus of boos 
— from author James Michener- to 
the grandson of legendary baseball 
manager and owner..Connie Mack 
— for the special treatment long 
accorded the national pastime. 

But Bud Selig, the Milwaukee 
Brewers president and baseball’s 
acting leader since Fay Vincent 
was forced to resign as commission- 
er last year, said revoking the 


exemption could kill the minor 


leagues and start a wide-open bid- 
ding war for major league franchis- 
es. * 

Other major professional sports, 


such as football and basketball, are . 


subject to antitrust law. The 
Supreme Court granted the exemp- 
tion to baseball in 1922 and reaf- 
firmed it in 1972, leaving any 
change up to Congress. 

Rep. Hamilton Fish, Jr., R-N.Y., 
said minor league teams might be 
doomed without the antitrust 


exemption. He added that more © 


people attended minor league 
games in New York last year than 
went to Yankee stadium.

Another

Tad Walch’s column appears each

The death of Cleveland Indian 
relief pitcher Steve Olin, as is the 
case for many people, has, been 
hard on former teammate and ex- 
BYU pitching star Colby Ward. 
And as death is wont to do, Olin’s 
passing has left Ward with con- 
cerns about the way he is leading 
his life. 

Ward and his wife Robin are good 
friends of the Steve Olin family, 
which was struck by tragedy 
March 22. That night, Olin and 
Tim Crews were killed and Bob 
Ojeda injured when the power boat 
Crews was driving rammed a dock 
in the darkness on Little Lake 
Nellie near Winter Haven, Fla. 

Ward is an area manager for 
WordPerfect in Fort Worth, Texas. 
While he won’t be cutting back on 
the quality of his efforts, he is tak- 
ing a long look at the quantity. 

“It’s a good job, but going from 
baseball to computers, I’ve had to 
put in a lot of hours at night just to 
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catch up to where others started,” 
he said. “When this happened to 
Steve it made me think about all 
those hours. Something like what 
happened to Steve could happen to 
me. All those hours you’re putting 
in for your job don’t mean a lot 
then.” 

For Ward, it’s not a new thought. 
He left baseball on the possible 
threshold of a more extended major 
league career. He first became 
Olin’s teammate in 1989, when he 
was traded to the Indians’ Triple A 
affiliate in Colorado Springs, one 
short step from The Show. In 1990, 
they both split time in Colorado 
Springs and Cleveland. 

“Steve was a great guy, liked the 
outdoors,” Ward said. “We’d sit in 
the bullpen and tell hunting and 
fishing stories.” 

But in the spring of 1991, Ward 
underwent knee surgery and 
stayed in the minors while Olin 
began to come into his own. The 
side-arm throwing reliever showed 
signs of becoming the Indians’ ace 
by saving 17 games and registering 
an earned run average of 3.36. 

Ward and Olin were reunited dur- 
ing spring training in 1992. But 
despite not giving up a run or a 
walk all spring, the Indians tried to 
assign him to the minors. “But I 
told them I wanted to see what else 
I could do,” Ward said. 

Why not hang on one more year 
and wait for expansion with its 
additional 20-22. major league 
pitching jobs? 

“IT wanted to be established in the 


big leagues or out before my kids 
started school,” Ward said, who 
with Robin has two children. 
Michael is now six and Ashley is 
four. So after 6 1/2 years of pro 
baseball, Colby packed up his 
Communications degree from BYU 
and headed to Texas and 
WordPerfect. 

Olin remained in Cleveland and 
had a monster year, saving 29 
games and winning eight with a 
2.34 ERA. “I’m sure he was on top 
of the world,” Ward said. 

Strangely enough, success. came 
when he didn’t try as hard. “If 
Steve threw too hard,” Ward said, 
“his ball straightened out. He just 
found his comfort zone. If it was 
over 86 miles per hour, hitters hit 
him. So he threw between 82 and 
86 mph. He found his niche, found 
his pitch that was unique to hit- 
ters..It was his road to the big 
leagues.” 

After that success was terminated 
brutally on March 22, Ward began 
getting calls from former team- 
mates like Carl Willis of the 
Minnesota Twins and Gary Cooper, 
a former Cougar. “I’ve had a bunch 
of calls from baseball people the 
last couple of weeks. I hadn’t 
talked to the guys all last fall and 
winter. 

“Maybe (the tragedy) got people 
thinking about what’s important, 
about relationships,” said Ward, 
whose father, Dr. Robert Ward, is a 
psychologist at BYU.

slowly beginning in May

The U.S. Bureau of Reclamation 
plans to begin filling the newly con- 
structed Jordanelle Dam during 
the first few weeks of May. 

“There is not a precise date that 
the dam will start to be filled,” said 
Ed Vidmar, chief of operation and 
maintenance, Bureau of 
Reclamation. “It depends on moth- 
er nature.” 

If the weather is cool then the fill- 
ing of Jordanelle won’t begin until 
later. But if the spring runoff starts 
early because of warm weather, 


then water will start being held 
back early in the month, Vidmar 
said. The Bureau of Reclamation is 
taking precautions to avoid any 
disaster during the filling of the 
Jordanelle. —. 

When the Bureau of Reclamation 
begins filling the Jordanelle, they 
will fill it at a rate of one foot per 
day, said Lynn Bernhard, Bureau 
of Reclamation civil engineer. After 
the first year the Jordanelle will 
store 40,000 acre-feet of water and 
will be 120 feet deep, he said. 

If runoff enters the Jordanelle 
basin at rates higher than the one- 
foot-per-day storage limit, the 


excess water will be turned into the 
Provo River, said Eldon Laird of 
the Central Utah Water 
Conservation District. 

“During the filling process a con- 
siderable amount of water will be 
passed downstream,” Bernhard 
said. The reasons for not holding 
back all the water that flows into 
the Jordanelle’s storage are that 
the water rights downstream must 
be met before storage is allowed 
and past experience shows it is bet- 
ter to fill earthen dams slowly. 

“We learned from the Teton Dam 
disaster that earth dams must be 
filled slowly,” Bernhard said.

The “Unofficial BYU Coed Jokebook” by Grace 
Whitaker came out a year later on April 1, 1984, and 
was immediately rejected by the bookstore. But this 
rejection turned out to be a springboard for sales of 


the 227-joke collection. 


The biggest customer? University of Utah students. 
A BYU Bookstore official at the time said the book 
was somewhat funny, but cruel, and felt it would 


offend one-fifth of those at BYU. 


The book contains mostly jokes about fat and ugly 
coeds, which Whitaker said are funny because they 


are such exaggerations. 


Aside from local media attention, 
International news service and radio personality Paul 


Harvey reported on the commotion. 
Whitaker, who graduated from BYU with a bache-

lor’s degree in communications in 1978, collected jokes 
from colleagues, friends and students from BYU. 
Unable to obtain a publisher, Whitaker took out a 
loan and published the book herself. 
The University of Utah bookstore, B. Dalton and 
Deseret Book became the biggest customers, Whitaker 
said. By the end of the first year, 3,000 copies were

tears. On March 22, when early 
reports called Ojeda’s condition 


critical, my life was touched. I feel © 


a bond to Ojeda, I have shared 
some of his life’s experiences. 

What many-of us mourn is the 
tragic loss of potential which is so 
apparent in such needless death. 
Both Olin and Crews showed 
potential not only as athletes but 
as fathers of young children, and as 
doting husbands. That potential is 
gone. The memories their families, 
and thousands of baseball fans, 
would have gleaned from them in a 
now non-existent future are also 
lost. ? 

This is a selfish sense of loss. W 
mourn the loss of those who are 
dear to us, miss even the little 
things — the way they smile, the 
way they walk, even how they 
purse their lips while drinking. But 
it is a proper selfishness. Through 
it we pay tribute to the way they 
touched our lives, ourselves actual- 
ly becoming part of the legacy Olin, 
Crews and each of our loved ones 
leave behind.
